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President vetos hiring - course cancelled

Informative sources In the Bio- 
logy Department slated that the 
Biology .Course, "Experimental 
Methods" is now cancelled. This, 
as stated is a direct result ofthe 
Faculty Appointments and Pro- 
motions Committee's failure to 
approve Dr. Peter Socket's ap- 
pointment to the Biology Dspari- 
m*nt. This has occurred desp- 
ite the fact that the Committee 
Chairman knew that unless a de- 
cision was reached at Monday's 
meeting, cancellation of the course 
would become a reality. 

to April, 1975, when Dr. Green 
left the Biology Department, a 
sessional replacement was hid* 
getcd by the Budget Committee- 
with this position budgeted, the 
Biology Department prepared ad- 
vertisements to he puhlishd hi 
Canadian Association of Univer- 
sity Teachers' Journal and lobe 
sent t o all chairpersons of all 
Canadian Biology Departments, 
and major American and British 
Scientific journals. Canada it- 
s*»1f has no major scientific jou- 
rnals. Whan only a few appli 
cations had hcen forthcoming by 
August, the Biology Department 
Investigated to rind ont why. In- 
vestigation uncovered the* fact that 
the advertisement' had l&en post- 
ed only In "Lc Devoir", a Fr- 
ench Language newspaper. 

Ad vert Lsom ants ware thcnplared 
In the various newspapers and 
journals originally requested by 
the Biology Department. 

In all, 76 applications were 
received* Then slarted the prov 
ess of screening the applicants. 
The applicants were first screen* 1 1 
In an academic comparison fyp»- 
tost. From this, a list of r> ap- 
plicants w«is arrived at, of which 
only one was Canadian. From 
here, the biology department ra- 
ted the applicants on a point 
scale, giving points for Iwlng 
bilingual and Canadian, This list 
produced three Canadians out of 
the top four. The odd man out 
was Dr. Peter Becket, who was 
firsl on the first rating scale. 
Besides Blglngunllsm ami Can- 
adian citizenship, this ratio scale 
includes teaching experience, r- 
esoarch, field experience, atxl 
publications. Next, Dr. Becket 
was rated against tlie Canadians In 
aii academic scale devised by 
Keith Wfnterlial'Vr of the nil* 
logy Department. In till*; sciii* 
Dr. Bockol doubled Hie closed 
Canadian in academic points, 

The Biology Dcportmaut also took 
into consideration the specific 
course and Becket's future pos- 
sibilities. On the basis of this 
and the ratings previously done, 
they selected Peter Becket for 
the position. 

Becket, besides having teaching 
experience, Is a Biostatisticlan, 
which is what tho Biology De- 
partment was hoping and look- 
ing for. Laurentian is one ofthe 
few universities in Canada hav- 
ing accredited Biology Departm- 
ents without offering this cour- 
se. Further, Beckot is an In- 
dustrial Ecology specialist and 
has done extensive research 

Into areas of industrial tail- 
ings and reclamation. This, acco- 
rding to a senior biology stu- 
dent, "is exactly what the Sud- 
bury Basin needs". These feel- 
ings are shared by the faculty 
who believe that Becket is "far 
and away, the best man for the 
job'?, and a "real find for La- 
urentian". 

Having made their decision and 
expecting "no complications" 



tin. Biology Department gave a 
report to the FAO committee. 
However, by this time. It was 
December and school had been 
In progress for some time. The 
Biology Department had managed 
to acquire the services of Cl- 
aude Labine to teach the first 
term half course with the under- 
standing that he was not available 
for the second term* In order 
to have Becket at Laurentian for 
.!». second term, a telegram was 
needed from the president to get 
Becket throughtmmigration. How- 
ever, when Keith Wlnterhalder 
approached Dr. Monahan at 10:30 
a.m. December 24th, he was re- 
fused. Dr. Monahan explains lliat at 
tho lime, he was quote "not cer- 
tain that there was not a Canad- 
ian applicant qtmltflnd for the po- 
sition*'. Dr. Monahan admits that 
he had not read the reports, and 
that until the Thursday before Ch- 
«i»- a ir.fis, he had heard nothing of 



the matter since August. Howev*i 
he restated tho need "to be pos- 
itive" that no Canadian could ful- 
fil the position. 

When asked if he would support 
Becket if it were determined that 
he was academically the best 
m.in for the job, Dr. Monahan 
replied, "not necessarily". H<* 
went on to explain how as a pub- 
lic institution, Laurentian had to 
give Canadians preference. He 
also stated that "no minimally 
qualified Canadian would receive 
preference over a superbly qual- 
ified non-Canadian". 

This development loft the Bio- 
logy Department in quote "a hell 
of a bind!" A full week into the 
course and having no professor, 
the Biology Depart rnoit has de- 
cided to cancel tho course. This 
Is because Becket was not appro- 
ved... Even If approved, the pos- 
ition now is slated to start in 
July, It still requires a telegram 



fiftm tho president to allow Bee* 
kei Into the country to be a "part 
time" professor to finish the 
year. 

The outcome of this question Is 
considered very Important. One 
opinion voiced admits that this 
case only affects the Biology De- 
partment now, but fears further 
ramifications in every departme- 
nt. Sources In the Biology Dep' 
artment felt that the president 
was " personally interfering""s- 
hort-slghted", "overstepping the 
authority of the office", —espec- 
ially If, as one person Interview- 
ed stated, "citizenship was his 
only criteria". The president, 
however, views the incident as a 
"matter of misunderstanding". 

To Science Students, however, 
it is more than a matter of 
misunderstanding. Biology stud- 
ents reported a feeling of dis- 
crimination and anger. Many stu- 
dents involved placed direct re- 
sponsibility on President Mon- 



ahan. one student stated: "as a 
botany student in the biology de- 
partment, it is my conjecture 
that President Monahan's 10 is 
2 points below plant level". 
While not all students feel that str- 
ongly, it is not an Isolated 
statement. 

Student reaction was varied at 
the announcement of the cancell- 
ation, but sources in the biol- 
ogy faculty report discontent and 
a generally negative view. Re- 
ports of a student strike have 
been voiced, but on immediate 
effect Is the numerous with- 
drawals from the "Experimsn- 
tal Methods" course. Of more 
importance, at least to some fac- 
ulty members, are the threats 
and opinions of at leasl soma 
of the Biology students who say 
they won't return next year and 
that they feel cheated as they 
have a contract with the univ- 
ersity and had expected it to be 
upheld. 



Boycott planned for 21st

Students of Laurentian Univ- 
ersity are being **sked to boycott 
classes on Wednesday, January 
2lst. The main reason for tho boy- 
toll is to prolesl planned povor- 
nment changes inthcOntarioStud- 
ent Awards 1 Program (OSAP). 

The Ontario Federation ofStud- 
oiits (OFS) lias learned from gov- 
ernment sources that the loan por- 
tion of OSAP could rise by $1,000 
lou level of $1800. The only quest- 
Ion Is when the' government wjll 
announce the decision. 

This change In the program will 
come despite the fact thatthegov- 
ernnient has a special advisory 
committee touring the province to 
make recommendations on the 
Student Awards Progorm ( the 
committee held hearings tiere at 
Laurentian In November). 

Dr. Stefan Duprd, one of two 
chairpersons of the committee 
.said then thnt the Hendorson/Mc- 
Keough Report would not affect 
his committees recommendations 
and that, he did not expect any 
ehnnges in the program tintil 1977- 

107H. 

The Increase in the loaucell- 
*t a to $1800 dollars is one of thir- 
teen recommendations contained 
in the Henderson/Me Kcough Rep- 
ort. 

Here at Laurentian a committee 
has been formed to co-ordinate 
the boycott of classes and see that 
students are informed as to tho 
nature of the boycott and the re- 
asons for It. 

Tho committee of students have 
representatives from the Stud- 
ents' General Association(SCA). 
the Association des Etudlanls 
Francophones(AEF), the Marxist 




Study Group (MSG), Extension 
Students' General Association (E. 
S.G.A.) and Lambda. 



The committee has organised a 
leaflet and postering campaign 
which should be in full swing by 
tomorrow. They also have a ma- 
jor rally planned for Tuesday Jan. 
20 In the Great Hall. Speakers at 
tho rally will explain why the boy- 
cott has been called and report on 
action by other students across tho 
province. 

Members of the committee also 
plan to approach all members of 
the faculty and ask that they supp- 
ort the boycott and cancel "las- 
ses on the 21st. They are also 



planning to ask teachers to Join 
the picket line thnt will bo sot up 
at tho height of txe boycott. 

The MA and the AEF each 
passed motions supporting the 
boycott at their respective meet- 
ings Sunday. Thoy are asking 
students to support the boycott 
in jmy way possible. 

The organizing committee for the 
tx>ycott will hold its next meet- 
ing on Friday in the Lambda Of- 
fice at noon. There Is also an- 
other meeting of the commit- 
tee before the rally on Tuesday.

Mike McWado, 
president of the SGA, cited ris- 
ing costs as tho reason for re- 
questing the foe Increase. 

Tho increase In fees Is expec- 
ted to generate about $C,O0O In 
additional revenue for the SGA.

A proposal from the president 

of the student council to raise 
International students* tuition 
fees to $2400 per year was over- 
whelmingly rejected at a Novem- 
ber 21 University of CalparyTown 

Hal' meeting* 
Seven hundred students attended 

the meeting and passed three ma- 
jor resolutions; 

- that the International fee In- 
crease proposal.-l>e roclnded and 
not bo forwarded to the Ff **!*'* 
fat Task Force as a students* 

union proposal. 

- that the students' union shall 
henceforth, through its represent- 
ation on the presidential task 
force, lobby against the Imposi- 
tion of a quota system for any 
student on this campus, and 

- that the students' union shall 
make presentation to the prov- 
incial government to Instigate a 
shcolarship fund tohrlnKdcserv- 
ln& Canadian or international stu- 
dents to the University of Cal- 
gary. 

The argument following the fee 
Increase for international stu- 
dents, first Introduced last month 
by student union president Dave 
Wolf, centered around the cost to 
tlic taxpayer of supporting students 
who, Wolf said, would never con- 



we up the fees to $2,300, IH1 1*

Others questioned V* Internat- 
ional Students' pamphlet, 'United 
We Stand' which states that 'no 
Canadian is deprived of a univer-

One speaker called this 'Im-

President Wolf was asked about 
a rumoured $300 Increase foratl 

students, 

'I can't confirm it, bit I think

The advent of Ihe Test of Eng- 
lish as a Foreign Language 
(TOEFL) , an English competency 
test which the University of Cal- 
gary will adopt In January 1976, has 
mrjle the argument alwut quotas 
and fee hikes redundant to some, 
the gathering was told. 



'TOEFL would do the Job <if the 
foe Increase and the quotas. It 
would cut down the number of In- 
ternational students by 50 per 
cent,' said James Chung, a mnm- 
ber of the International student 
economic committee. 

Wolf said he had heard of TOEFl 
«\ nil earlier meeting but couldn't 
'speculate* If he would have pre- 
sented Ihe proposal had he known 
that Ihe test was to be Introduced 

at U of C. 

The TOEFI lest was condemned 
at the fall NUSconfcrcncchecauso 
it discriminates against certain 
international students, and discon- 
tinuance of the test was recomm- 
ended. 

Wolf said he had no further plans 
for the proposal at this time. 

'I really don't think theproposal 
could ever be construed as ra- 
cist', he said, t«t M'tn not bitter' 
about tltedefral of the fee increase. 

The third resolution passed at 
the meeting calls ujmii tln» Student 
Union tc InP *hi' "ovrnitnont for 
Alberta ilerilugc* fund money.

The doctor says the ultrasound 
chair Is designed for a doctor's 
office where men could receive 
periodic treatments* He predicts 
that, one day, ultrasonic contra- 
ception machines could be a common 
bathroom fixture.

Davis made Us comments abo- 
ut the SGA because of what he 
called a "lack of communicati- 
on" between the students and 
the SGA with regards to what it 
does and what [is use is. 
Ho said that "Physical and He- 
alth Education students don't care 
if you're here or not" and poi- 
nted out that if the SGA disapp- 
eared nobody in PhysEd would 

notice. 

Davis, who has worked in pub- 
lic relations for many Industr- 
ial corporations, said that this 
"lack of communication" could 
be overcome If the SGA attemp- 
ted to bridge tho gap that lias 
grown between it and the stude- 

He particularly suggested that 
the SGA begin funding small un- 
it projects such as dances In 
tho various residences. He also 
Included the idea of giving away 
free beer at these little dances 
so that the students could fool 
that their fees to the SGA were 

not a total loss. 

The SGA's members acted in 
a defensive manner when confro-, 
ntod with Davis* remarks. Some 
members attacked Davis by say- 
ing he wasn't doing his job'prd- 
perly and that he should be the 
communications Unk between tho 
SGA and students.

The student members of tho 
committee also brought along an 
Ontario Federation of Students 
fleldworkor who had worked on 
several course evaluations at diff- 
erent campuses. He questioned the 
$18,000 cost of tho survey and 
felt that It could bo done next 
year for a much smaller amount.

Tho North American capitalist press and ruling 
monopoly capitalist class have mndo a feeble attempt 
at creating more incorrect views of China* On 
the deatli of Chou En-laJ .hoy have decided to give 
a wide amount of coverage and praise to this man. 
However, ttieir reasons for his greatness differ 
from the Chinese people's reasons.

Because of the disillusion- 
ment* of Watergate and the 
recent disclosures about the 
CIA, the assassination of John 
Fitzgerald Kennedy has recently 
become a topic ol national 
Interest in the United States. 

People have always been 
asking questions about the 
findings of the Warren Commis- 
sion. However, recont revela- 
tions have given a certain 
legitimacy to these Inconsis- 
tencies. 

What's new about the JFK 
assassination? Currently there 
are two bills In Congress to 
re-open the Investigation into 
the death ot President Kennedy. 
A special sub-committee of the 
Senate Church Committee, 
headed by Senator Richard 
Schwelker* is currently looking 
Into the relationship between 
the assassination and the CIA 
and FBI. A new investigation 
into Kennedy's death Is likely 
should this committee recom- 
mend it. 

In recent weeks there have 
been some startling discoveries 
In the JFK killing. The FBI has 
acknowledged that It destroyed 
a letter from Lee Harvey 
Oswald, tho allogod assassin, 
two days alter the assassina- 
tion. This letter supposedly 
contained throats to the FBI as 
Oswald was angry at FBI 
intimidation of his Russian wife 
Marina. The Warren Commis- 
sion was never Informed about 
this letter or its destruction. 

Recently a formor FBI secur- 
ity clerk revealed that on 
November 17, 1963— Just five 
days before the assassination— 
he received a teletype which 
warned of Impending attack on 
the President's life. William 
Walter, the FBI clerk, said of the 
message that "information has 
been received by the bureau that 
a militant revolutionary group 
may attempt to assassinate 
President Kennedy on his 
proposed trip to Dallas." Waiter 
was a tittle more upset than 
most when he heard the 
President had been killed. The 
FBI haadenled ever sending out 

the teletype. 

Another storv that has 
recently come out la that tpe FBI 



bugged the home of Marina 
Oswald, wife of Leo Harvey 
Oswald, after the assassina- 
tion. The FBI failed to inform 
tho Warron Commission about 
tho bug or what It produced. 

Those and other stories have 
caused people tobocomea little 

more skeptical about the find- 
ings of the Warron Commis- 
sion. It Is clearly evident that the 
FBI and CIA did not cooperate 
fully with tho Commission. 



SIGKIFICANTLEADS 



II is for this reason that 
Senator Schwelker is looking 
Into the assassination. He Is 
concerned about the withhold- 
ing ot Information. Schwelker 
claims that the Warren Report is 
"about to collapse like a house 
of cards" and that his sub- 
committee has developed "very 
significant loads'* about the 
assassination and the possible 
Involvements of tho FBI and 

CIA. 
Schwelker is looking Into 

throe different areas of possible 
conspiracy. Tho first possibility 
Is that Kennody was killed 
through a communist plot ori- 
ginating In the Soviet Union or 
Cuba. Tho second Is that the 
assassination was tho result of 
a right-wing conspiracy in the 
United Slates and the last Is that 
anti-Castro Cubans planned the 
murder, 

very upsot lhat tho CIA never 
Inlormed tho Commission 
about its plots to kill Castro 
especially since Atlon Dulles, 
former chief of the CIA was a 
member of tho Commission, 
Schwelker notes that "there Is a 
distinct possibility that we may 
hold open hearings later this 
month." Ho atso hopes that the 
Investigation will bo eventually 

re-opened. 

However aome people claim 
that a new Investigation will 
never figure out what really 
happened on November 22, 
1963. Yet people studying the 
case (or years know that It Isn't 

After the Warren Commission 
finished Its Job, hundreds of 
documents and memoranda 
were turned over to the national 
archives in Washington with a 
TOP SECRET designation. Over 
tho years most ot tnese 
documents have been made 
public only to show that Indeed 
the Warren Commission did not 
do as complete a Job as it 



should have. The remaining 
secret reports can only be made 
public through the subpoena 
power of a new investigation. 
Some of these stlll-secrel 
reports deal with thoconnectlon 
of Leo Harvey Oswald to the 
CIA. In addition to this a 
complete chock of tho CIA and 
FBI fllos must be made to see 
what further Information was 
never given to the Warron 

Commission. 

Indeed new scientific tests 
can clear up much of tho 
mystery surrounding the singlo- 
bullot theory ot the commis- 
sion. 

"Although It Is not necessary 
to any essential findings of tho 
Commission to determine 
which shot hit Governor Con- 
nally, there Is very persuasive 
evidence that the same bullet 
which pierced the Presidents 
throat also caused Governor 
Connelly's wounds." 

This single-bullet conclusion 
In tho Warren Report is seen by 
many critics and many suppor- 
ters ot the report to be untrue. 
Indeed even the staunchest 
defenders of the Warren Report 
admit that if Kennody and 
Connally were hif by separate 
bullets a second assassin is 
Implicated. 



FILMTAKEN 



Abraham Zaprudor was 
standing on an abutment In 
Doaley Plaza southwest of tho 
Texas School Book Depository, 
whore the shots were supposed- 
ly fired, filming the molorcado 
at tho time Kennody was killed. 
This "Zaprudor" film is seen by 
critics as proof that there was a 

conspiracy, 

FBI tests on the Mannllcher 
Carcano rifle that Lee Harvey 
Oswald used reported that tho 
minimum time for shooting the 
rifle twice was approximately 
2.3 seconds. K should be 
stressed that this time la the 
minimum time that FBI experts 
used in firing twice. 

Yet an analysis t of tha 
Zapruaer film snows tno follow- 
ing: the Presidential motorcade 
Isobstructed from view between 
frames 205-224 by a large 
freeway aign. When the motor- 
cade emerges in frame 225 it Is 
clearly evlaent that Kennedy 
from belno shot before frame 
210, he could have been shot 
anywhere from frames 210-226. 
However Governor Connally 
appears completely uninjured 
until frame 234. The Commis- 
sion .concluded that* he could - 



not have been hit after frame 
240. Therefore there Is a 
maximum of 30 frames between 
the time Kennedy was hit and 
the time Connally was hit. 
Since the film ran 18.3 frames 
per second, the etapsed time 
between the wounds is at most 
about two seconds. Since the 
rifle cannot be operated faster 
than 2.3 seconds, there are only 
two possibilities — 1) President 
Kennedy and Governor Con- 
nally were hit by the same 
bullet; 2) There were two 
different assassins shooting 

that day. t ( . , 

The Commission concluded 

that they were hit by the same 
bullet. Frame 231 of the 
Zapruder film is perhaps the 
best evidence that they were hit 
by separate bullets. In this 
frame Kennedy is shown to be 
reacting to his wound while 
Governor Connally sits In front 
of him holding a big white 
Stetson in his right hand. Yet 
his wrist had supposedly been 
smashed Into several pieces by 

this time. 
Later the same day of the 

assassination a bullet was 
found at Parkland Memorial 
Hospital— where Kennedy and 
Connally were treated. This 
bullet was only 1.5 percent 
lighter than a normal unused 
bullet so the Commission knew 
this bullet could not have 
caused Kennedy's head wound. 
They were then forced to 
conclude that this bullet was 
tho "single bullet". This bullet 
supposedly hit Kennedy in the 
neck, exited from his throat, hit 
Connally In the back, smashed 
his fifth rib, exited from his 
chest, completely smashed his 
wrist (the thickest bone In the 
body) and then lodged In his 
thigh. Yet this bullet which 
smashed two bones Is com- 
pletely intact. It is not deformed 
nor damaged In anyway. Critics 
say this isn't possible. 

Dr. Cyril H. Wecht, currently 
coroner of Allegheny County 
Pennsylvania, has been the 
former President of the Amer- 
ican Academy of Forensic 
Sciences. He is regarded as one 
of the foremost forensic patho- 
logists in the world. A forensic 
pathologist is a doctor trained 
in violent deaths. Dr.Wecht has 
examined the autopsy A»Raya 
and photographs and finds 
them very disturbing. He notes 
that the angles of the shot 
through Kennedy's neck and 
Connelly's chest are different 
which suggest two assassins. 
Hefurther notes that It Is clearly 

impossible for one bullet to do 
what it supposedly did and 
remain intact. He notes that 
scientific testing can solve the 
.dilemma of the "single bullet* . 



A PROBLEM 

Fragments were recovered 
from the wrist of Governor 
Connally. If these fragments 
came from the bullet recovered 
at Parkland then this Is further 
evidence that the single bullet 
theory holds. Neutron Activa- 
tion Analysis is one scientific 
test that can determine just 
that. It could also answer a * 
number of other puzzling 
questions such as are the two 
largo fragments found In the 
front seat of the car from the 
same bullet? Are they from two 
different bullets? Do fragments 
from Connelly's wrist match any 
of the large fragments from the 
front seat? Are there any other 
fragments or particles that 
suggest different manufacture? 
Wecht notes that "such ques- 
tions can bo answered by good 
analytical work* and In a case so 
fraught with difficulties in 
explaining the shooting, there 
can bo no legitimate excuse for 
not conducting scientific tosts 
which might well resolve those 
questions conclusively." 

One aspect of the assassina- 
tion puzzled me. If, as Wecht 
claims, tho single bullet theory 
Is garbage, where did tho bullet 
go that hit Kennedy In tho 
throat? There was no significant 
damage to tho car and so 
therefore It must have hit 
Connally. Wecht explained In a 
letter to me that ho believed the 
wound angle ol Kennedy's neck 
shows that it escaped over the 
loft side of the car noar tho 
driver. However such an angle 
moans that the shot must have 
been fired from a third floor 
window in tho west side of the 
Texas School Book Depository 
and not the sixth floor easterly 
window that Oswald supposed- 
ly used. 

What about Governor Connal- 
ly— does he believe that he was 
hit by the " same bullet as 
President Kennedy? Tho answer 
is no. Connally is firm that he 
bolloves they were hit by 
separate bullets. He notos that 
"nothing will chango my mind". 
Therefore there is photo- 
graphic evidence, scientific 
evidence as well as eyowltness 
evidence that the single bullet 
theory Is not valid. Only through 
strict scientific testing will the 

truth bo found. 

Alier researching Iho Ken- 
nedy assassination for over six 
months, I am certain the truth Is 
not yet known. Only a new 
investigation to study "the 

i leads and clues which were not 
followed up by the Warren 
Commission, or which wore 
Incompletely Investlgoted, now 

l must be pursued with vigor, by 
Independent Investigators and 
not by tho governmental 
agencies compromised by tholr 
rote in the protection." of tho 
murdered President."

Expectancy effects do not terminate with psycho- 
logical experiences; they can in nuance muKsai anl 
blatant physical conditions as well. According to 
E. Petersen (PsyehcitfKinn^O'Ogy, 19M), «>0% of the 
patients diagnosed with neurosis, headaches, cold?, 
emotional difficulties, and gastro-lnfestlnn: tfsurlers 
report relief when they are merely told by an auth- 
oritative figure about a particular ritual (from Inert 
ptll taking to breathing rituals) and expected relief. 
Notably, these same behaviors that have well know 
expectancy effects are the ones r*a:tlw to TM i>'>- 
entires. 



ARTIFACT PROBLtM 

Sinl'i also points out tha* TA1 believers who r- « 
search the area do not control for the effeclso 
jitf sitting on a regu'i.' In? - U I'lerwo^Mtho 
breathing, sounds and related rituals of TM may uo 
irrelevant, per so, the critical feature being the m*re 
behavior of sitting. Although TM practitioners do not 
publicize counter-expcrlmon's, there Is now increas- 
ing evidence that the offectsof just silting done ana 
repeating the numb*r "one" can produce results that 
are extraordinarily similar to ostensible TM eff- 
ect. Yet, TM people have not systematically cou- 
trolkd for this clear methodological defect.

A major emphasis of the TM people Is the unique- 
ness and potency of the physiological and psycho- 
logical responses following relatively simple pro-

enures. Changes In brain alpha or theta frequen- 
cies/patterns are often reported. However, almost 
identical If not more potent shifts in the same EEG 
bands can occur with biofeedback, Sllv&"mimr 
conditioning, hypnosis, and repeated periods of quiet 
sitting (e.g. see Bremncr, Morltz and Benigmis, 
Neuropsychologics 1972, Vol. 10, 307-311; Ulctt, 
AkDlnar and ltll, Electroencephalography and Clinical 
Neurophysiology, 1972, Vol, 33, JGMG8.) ^chron- 
ized rhythmical alpha activity Is chnrartfr m* .of 
all major tranquilizers. In fact schizophrenic pat- 
ients arc known to show marked enhancement u of 

theta-alpha frequencies. 

The psychological reports of "expanded conscious- 
ness", "being at peace" and "deep relaxation" are 
also not unique to TM and have been reported during 
a variety of religious conversions and related rit- 
uals. Evidence Is now accumulating that these states 
arc also associated with shifts In theta/alpha activity. 
What does occurrence of transcranial alpha/ theta 
activity moan? Essentially It indicates that the brain 
is in a transitional condition and no longer depending 
upon realistic evaluation mechanisms. During these 
periods the person can be inundated with pleasant 
meaningful sensations, intense colourfot Images and 
other potent affective changes. These are Interest- 
ing but as yet poorly understood illuslonary aspects 
of human brain activity. It is Interesting that the 
type of state the TM faction attempts to induce, accor- 
ding to their EEG criteria, Is the type elcctrophys- 
iologtsts attempt to eliminate or control in the psychi- 
atric prone population. It Is relevant that one medit- 
ator tested in my laboratory displayed transient 
epileptic-like theta activity; later the subject reported 
sensations of "deep relaxation and wonderfulness" 
durinr that period. 

ABUSE OF SCIENTIFIC METHODS 

The most damning aspect of TM research Is tho 
uncontrolled Interpretation of data. Tho following 
comments are based upon the experiments reported 
in TM's Fundamentals of Progress, 1974; however, 
the reader is encouraged to read the original articles 
in order to appreciate the difference between experi- 
ment and generalization, .«,*-, * c 
U The control group problem. Psychology is 
plagued Willi the problem of control groups, tne 
reference point one uses to measure an effect. The 
selection of a control group is important because u 
ultimately detormlues the magnitude and direction of 
the effect. According to the above TM reference 
(p. 25), meditators display faster reaction time than 
controls. However, normal subjects in my laboratory 
under similar conditions, display the same absolute 
reaction time values as meditators. Similarly, the 
control groups of the anxiety test experiments with 
TM are precariously higher than normal. At such 
levels, it Is known that Just about any relaxation 
technique can result In significant improvement. 

2. inflation of data by pictorial means. Many of 
the figures of the TM presentations are Impressive, 
especially the physiological data involving Jargon state- 
ments (e.g. power spectra) with which few people 
are familiar. However, to produce similar and even 
more Intensified results requires little deviation 

from normal behavior. Similar effects can be pro- 
duced, In the famous power spectra of the EEG, by 
simply closing tho eyes; tills feature Is not rigidly 
controlled.

One Is concerned how tho TM teacher or toll over, 
without extensive, convenUonal psychological training, 
can properly evaluate any possible deleterious effects 
of the training on sensitive individuals. Usually, there 
are only three or four teacher-student Interactions 
during TM acquisition. Furthermore, the mantra, 
supposedly selected to fit the specific personality of 
the individual, Is chosen after only a few minutes 
with the subject. H takes hours to days or even weeks 
to properly evaluate what Is therapeutically best for 
human beings in clinical psychological situations 
(even <or "anxious normals"). Concern should be 
payed to tho control of the technique if It Is really 
as potent as proclaimed. 
It has been this experimenter's experience that 
the loaders and believers of evangelistic, cure-all 
movements, like TM, do not stop at the limitations 
of their techni<iuo. Instead, they slowly begin to 
engage more and more in "nickel psychology", 
typified by the usual self-righteous «rroRnnc<» and nils- 
founded confidence of Individuals 
wfcu whole-heartedly believe. Admittedly, the "advUie 
Is given only If the person asks for 11, but often such 
great psychological dependence has boon established 
towards the teacher, that the "counsel" Is taken as 
absolute.

Ontario Universities report a 
«% incr«iu* in full-time en- 
rj**ni for I975-7G, according to 
a Ministry of Colleges and Univ- 
ersities report Issued last month. 

Enrolment of full-time students 
at universities and affiliated Instit- 
utions totals 158,358 this year, 
compared with 150,176 in 1974-75. 
This year's enrolment includes 
15,138 graduate students, an In- 
crease of 4.6%. 

These enrollment figures also 

include part-time undergraduate 
indents in the regular session* 



The part-time enrolment In Ontario 
has increased by 5*6 percent to the 
equivalent of 17,939 full time students 

These figures are based on toll- 
time students taking an average of 

five courses. 

included in the University figures 
are the enrolments at Ryerson 
Intftute, the Ontario College of 
Art, and several theological Sem- 
inaries. 

At Ontario's 22 community colleges 
according to the report, a total of 



;8,236 full-Umo students havoen- 
.olled In technology, business, 
applied arts, and health programs, 
up 5 .8 % from 55,038 In 1974-75. 
Figures for part-time enrolment at 
the Community Colleges are not yet 
available. 

The figures forunlvorsUlos In the 
report are based on a simple head 
:ount modified by an estimate of 
expected changes up to December 1 
1915. The College figures are 
compiled by a simple head count 
as of October 15, 1975.

WASHINGTON (ZNS-CUP) — A 

comprehensive study on the effects 

of marijuana smoking funded by 

the United States Army has found 

thai the chronic use of marijuana 

is virtually harmless. 

The Array's study, conducted at a 
cost of $392,000 to U.S. taxpayors 
uncovered only two drawbacks to 
heavy use of the weed. The res- 
earchers found that smokors who 
consumed up to 14 jolntsaday sho- 
wed a slight decrease In the air 
capacity of their lungs 1m mediate- 
ly after smoking; and they found 
that many chronic pot-smokers 
thnded to gain weight. 

The weight-gain is believed to 
be caused by the so-called "mun- 
chlos'% whereby stoned subjects 
get hungry and head for the Ice- 
box. 

The study was conducted fortho 



Army by Harvard University Psy- 
chiatrist Dr. J.H. Mendelson on 
30 volunteers at McLean Hospital 
in Delmont, Massachusetts* 

The researchers concluded that 
chronic marijuana smokingdldnot 
effect such military tasks as tar- 
concentration, even If a person is 
stoned. 

Although the Army completed the 
study 15 months ago, It was not 
made public until October 7, 1975 
and was released only because of a 
law suit filed by the National Org- 
anization for the Reform of Mar- 
ijuana Laws (NOHML). 

NORML charged that the study had 
been "suppressed 1 ' by the Pent- 
agon because of its favourable fin- 
dings about grass. NORML's ex- 
ecutive Director Keith Stroup sta- 
ted that the Army would have rush- 
released tho study If It had found 
that pot use was harm fulin any way
